The man was a novice at robbing 
banks, according to Sheriffff R. R.

“An experienced bank robber 
would not have parked his automo-

have spent so much time at the 
6ceno of his crime,,and he would not 
have chosen as his exit a road with 
only one outlet.’ 

The theories of both Chief Wood 
and Sheriff Veale appear to be borne 
out by the facts. 

While the man was an ex-convict, 
it does not appear of record that he 
was an experienced robber of banks. 

The man is reported to have lived 
at Palo Alto under the name of Cal- 
vin West, which is the name that 
he gave when he rented the auto- 
mobile in San Francisco. 

The address he gave the garage, 
935 Pierce street, proved fictitious. 

Did Time at Folsom 

The bandit was sentenced to nine 
years in Folsom prison for the rob- 
bery of Archie Stewart, in Seyen- 
teenth street and Broadway, Oak- 
land,, in 1917, and was paroled Feb- 
ruary 28, 1921.
